So, I fay, 
it is not an Argument, when God hath an Intention of 
Grace, that he will not carry it on; or that he does in- 
tend to put anend to- it becauſe he makes 'fome' breach;

contrived, it ſhould be thus? Becauſe the Kynowtedee of

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the: Glory of the: Lord; that is, in the Firſt Appearances 
nd Encreaſing Glory - of his Kingdom, riGag like Exe 
kiel's Waters, tarſt to the Ancles, then' to the Knees, and 
Loynes, and then like the Great Sea, covering All. This 
therefore, that we are {o Apt to Complain of, fo much 
Charge,- and Labour, and no Effect, 1s a Comfortable 
Prognoſtick, the Kingdom of Chriſt draws near, and 
will by the bitterneſs of the Former State be thus wel- 
cond into the World. . | 

We ſhould therefore take Comfort, in this very third 
of Habakksk, as the Prophet goes on in his ſetting out 
the glorious Works of God of old : And he does it to 
that very purpole to Comfort, Yer.
